This is a decision on the petition entitled, "PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a) OR IN THE 
ALTERNATIVE UNDER 37 CR 1 .1 82," filed August 22, 2003 (certificate of mailing date 
August 20, 2003) and supplemented on August 25, 2003 (certificate of mailing date August 21, 
2003). The petitions are being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.183 seeking waiver of 37 
CFR §§ 1 .67 and ,1 .63 where they require that a supplemental declaration be executed by the 
named inventors. 

The petition is dismissed. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) are permitted. 
Any response should be entitled "Request for Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1.183" 
and must include an oath or declaration executed by the available inventors. Failure to respond 
will result in abandonment of the application. 

The June 5, 2000 declaration is not acceptable because inventors 7, 8, and 1 1 are not identified by 
ftill name, including the family name, and at least one given name without abbreviation together 
with any other given name or initial. 37. CFR 1 .63(a)(2) Thus, the declaration is not acceptable. 

Petitioners have identified the missing inventor names for inventors 7, 8, and 1 1 . Petitioners have 
also estabHshed the three inventors cannot be located. 

Petitioners are required to submit an executed substitute declaration which sets forth the names of 
all the joint inventors and which also includes the citizenship, residence and post office/mailing 
address of each inventor. 

If petitioners are unable to locate formerly signing inventors or the formerly signing inventors now 
refuse to sign the new declaration, petitioners should submit provide evidence supporting the 
allegation.
